A Particular Problem 

Micro-gaffe or legal blunder, I 
couldn't say — but editorially this 
seems a doozy! 

In recounting the swearing 
in of the new Greenbelt City 
Council (ok, really the same old 
cou ), the News Review's Jim 
Giese offered readers some rich 
detail: 





some members still had 
difficulty in repeating the words 
[from their oath of office, which] 
former Mayor Jordan adminis- 
tered, With their informal remarks 
picked up on open microphones. 
one commented that council- 
members should really memorize 
the oath in advance. Another 
complained about the difficulty 
in reciting the word particular- 
ity (administer the office without 
particularity or prejudice) and felt 
that it should be two words.” 

T'll venture a strong guess 
why all our councilmembers 
might intuitively have had trouble 
executing that word — a reason 
not offered in the article. No, 
“particularity” is not the most 
common word. Nor is particu- 
larity present in the formal oath 
of office required of Greenbelt’s 
elected officials ~ or any other 
elected official in Maryland, 

The particular word that actu- 
ally does appear in the official 














oath at that precise spot is par 
tiality, as in without partiality or 
prejudice 

The relevant verbiage in the 
Greenbelt Charter comes entirely 
— not partially, nor impartially ~ 
from the Maryland Constitution. 

Of this small fact, I am cer- 
tain: detailed as they are, * 
ticularity” just ain’t in either 
document, 

So how, pray tell, can Green- 
belt’s council execute the office 
if they failed to execute the oath 
itself? I don’t mean they failed 
to live up to their oath; | mean 
they failed to take their oath as 
dictated by Charter and mandated 
by Constitution 

How Come? 

So how, in our Utopian burg, 
did our much-liked and normally 
sharp mayor lead all six other 
councilmembers into verbally 
reciting an erroneous oath? To 
be fair, he wasn’t being precisely 
oathish, Honestly, he just made a 
mistake. I've certainly misspoken 
worse, Surely, such a gaffe could 
befall anyone. 

But how could everyone ap- 
parently miss it? How could two 
Greenbelt city managers (one 
past, one current, both present, 
together possessing well over a 
half-century of municipal expe 
ence), the city’s lawyer and such 
an august gaggle of incumbents 
and civic aficionados fail to note 
such a failure of rote. My back- 
of-the-envelope tally sugge: 
the incumbents had, collectively, 
recited the correct oath before 
no less than 50 times! And yet, 
when prompted, all parroted with 
particularity the words proffered, 
as is, Was there no prim parlia- 
mentarian present? 

How could the journalist cov- 
ering it even quip in print about 
the mis-articulation of the word 
and not note it was the wrong 
one? 

But how consequential a glitch 
this might prove remains to be 
seen, since Greenbelt’s council 
has in its entirety after all, on

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In Memoriam: Vasilios Psaromatis 


Vasilios P, Psaromatis, age 13, 
died from complications of brain 
cancer in the Gilchrist Hospice in 
Towson early Tuesday, November 
3. He was the son of Lisa Mee- 
tre Psaromatis, who grew up in 
Greenbelt, and her husband, Pan- 
agiotis, Vasili is also survived by 
his five younger siblings, Ricky, 
Michael, Jeffrey, Margaret and 
Catherine. Maternal grandpar- 
ents Rick and Cathie Meetre are 
long-time Greenbelters and Aunts 
Sarah Liska and Jenny Meetre 
grew up here and attended Green- 
belt schools. 

Vasili died from Gliomato- 
Cerebri, a rare brain cancer. 
He was first diagnosed in A 
gust 2014 when one of his 
tracked off center. The pediatric 
ophthalmologist was immediately 
concerned enough to send him 
for an MRI. Within a day there 
was a virtually certain diagnosi 
confirmed later by the pathology 
report, This disease tends to af- 
fect children more than adults, 
boys and girls equally, and is 
universally fatal — often within a 
few months. It is usually dia; 
nosed from the cancer pressing 
on the optic nerve (like Vasili) 
or from a seizure. There are 
approximately 100 new cases a 
year in the U.S. making it very 
tare compared to other childhood 
cancers and re in minimal 
research. 

Vasili’s disease followed a 
fairly predictable path. He had 
surgery to relieve the pressure on 
his optic nerve and this left him 


















































with some deficits of sight and 
balance,

a gala weekend at Massanutten 
and he got to ride in a fabulous 
vintage Mustang. Vasili enjoyed 
the attention and the treats im- 
mensely. In January this year, 
the Make a Wish Foundation sent 
him and his family on a cruise to 
Cozumel from Florida, granting

The biggest struggle Tapscott- 
Mull sees as a teacher is when 
adults talk about how a child or 
group of children cannot suc 








ceed but without giving them the 


chance, 


“I think it gives children 
that it’s okay to give up, 
y to stop, it’s okay not to 
y.” she said. “I struggle with 
it so much when I hear other 
people say it because I know that 
sometimes that reflects what I’m 
thinking too.” 

‘Sometimes we as teachers are 
afraid to challenge our children 
because we don’t want them 
to fail, but there is growth in 
failure,” she went on to say. “I 
think that as educators one of the 
things we have to remind chil- 
dren of is that the most important 
thing to do is to try.” 

Tapscott-Mull her most 
rewarding moment as a teacher 
happened this year. She was in 
a second grade class that was 
discussing elements of literature, 
specifically how when an author 
dedicates a book, 
to someone who 
cant impact in the author’s life. 
“We asked students ‘if you were 
writing your book, who would 
you dedicate your book to?”” 
Tapscott-Mull said, “One of the 
little boys in the class said he'd 
dedicate his book to me.” 

Tapscott-Mull had worked 
with the student before; he had 
been in her small reading group 
last year and had struggled with 
reading. She said, “He had really 
come a long way — he gained a 
lot of ability and confidence.” 
She said it was great “just to see 
that our time together meant as 
much to him as it did to m 

Tapscott-Mull said she dis- 
covered that she wanted to be 
a teacher during a reading and 
writing workshop in high school, 
“Our teacher really challenged us 
to look at things from a differ- 
ent perspective to form a sound 
opinion, not just one that was 
loosely formed,” she said. “Just 
that experience of learning and 
growing under that teacher really 
gave me the desire to teach and 
impact children as an instructor.” 

Tapscott-Mull is currently 
working towards getting certifi- 
cation from the National Board 
of Certified Te: The appli- 
cation process is long and com- 
plicated but she hopes it will be 
“the cherry on top. It means that 
you are a distinguished educator, 
that you have gone above and 
beyond the requirements for just 
state certification,” she said.

“You see, when you come 
from a country in which teach- 
ers are the ultimate bosses in the 
‘oom, you exude so much 
authority in the classroom but 
that was not the case when I ar- 
rived in New York,” he said, Fer- 
nandez said his appearance and 
ethnicity only made things harder, 
“During that first year I was the 
only Asian in that school,” he 
added. 

“During that first year, the 
students would ask me openly, 
“why are you here, what are you 
doing?” he said. “In Prince 
George’s County, it’s different.” 

Fernandez says his most 
warding moment as a te 
er came while he was teaching 
in New York, “In New York, 
the competition from teacher to 
teacher is very tough.

A big focus for Fernandez is 
incorporating skills used in math 
into other subjects. He said, “We 
want to consider infusing the 
concept of relationships in the 
other subject areas. For example, 
if theyre working on identifying 
the characters in a story, I want 
them to focus on comparing the 
relationships between them.”

Students Learn and Help Build 








Clara Holland can see aliens. 
The Greenbelt seventh-grader has 
been leaning to identify local na- 
tive and non-native plant species 
and how they impact vital waters. 

A Saturday camp hosted by 
the Anacostia Watershed Society 
provides opportunities for lo- 
cal seventh and eighth graders 
to explore the river system and 
learn how to help improve its 
health, The Saturday Environ 
mental Academy (SEA), a free 
10-week program for students 
from within the Anacostia Wa- 
tershed, has young people like 
Holland spending their Saturday 
mornings touring green roofs and 
helping plant rain gardens. 

The river is famously polluted. 
Raw sewage from outdated sewer 
systems and storm water flood 
into the river each year along 
with some 20,000 tons of garbage 
and debris. “The Anacostia River 
used to be 40 feet deep,” said 
Holland. Due to farming and 
stormwater run-off from paye- 
ment, “now it’s only about three 
and a half feet de 

SEA Program Director Cath- 
erine Estes confirms that the 
river is roughly 3.5 to 4.5 feet 
deep now due fo stormwater pol- 
lution.” 

In recent weeks the SEA 
students have visited Sidwell 
Friends Middle School in D.C 
to tour their constructed wetlands 
and green roof, helped plant 
a rain garden at First United 
Methodist Church in Hyattsville, 
helped prepare the Marion Street 
Intergenerational Community 
Garden for winter and worked 
along the Northeast Branch of 
the Anacostia River to add na- 
tive plants and remove mugwort, 
a non-native species, Upcoming 
adventures include an overnight 
trip to Hard Bargain Farm in Ac- 
cokeek and touring the Nationals 
baseball stadium. 

Holland is hopeful about re- 
storing health to the Anacostia. 
“Use rain barrels,” she suggested 
to Greenbelt residents. Rain bar- 
rels stop some of the damaging 
flow of storm water carrying soil, 
fertilizer, oil and other pollutants 
that would otherwise cascade 
into Indian Creek, which flows 
into the Anacostia, which in turn 
flows into the Potomac and from 
there into the Chesapeake Bay.
